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Letter from Geneva. 
A letter has been received and published 


in New York, written at Geneva, Switzer- 
land, addressed to the Christians of the 


United States, upon the subject of slavery. 
It is xigned by Merle D' Aubique, Professor 
Gausen, Dr. Malan, and many other dis- 
tidguished names, inclading the Presidents, 
Vice-Presidents, and members of the Pres- 
bytery of the Evangelical Church, of the 
Chureh of the Temoignage, of the Theo- 
logical College, of the Committee of the 
Evangelical Society, of the Italian Com- 
mittee, of the Committee of Missigns, of 
the Committee of the Evangelical Alli- 
ance, of the Committee of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, &c. The 
letter is written in admirable spirit, and is 
a delicate, kind, and earnest remonstrance 


against.slavery, and the peculiar and op- 
pressive laws by which, in some States, at 
least, the system is maintained. It bas 
peculiar claims upon tne attention of Am- 
American christians, coming as it does 
from an early seat, and present fa vored 
and distinguished home of liberty, learn- 
ing and religion. The spirit in which it 
is written, forbids the idea of resentment 
on the part of those who may not be able 
to assent to the views presented. Below 
we publigh a portion of the letter: | 

“Beloved brethren: If it is true, not 
only that slavery is established in several 
of your states, but that in many places it 
is uolawful to instruct the children of 
slaves, or even for the parents to attend 
public worship ; if it is true that the ties 
of husband and wife, parent and child, are 
often violently severed ; if it is true that 
a master acquires the property and pos- 
session Of a woman as if she were his on 
wife; if other facts, which we prefer not 
to describe here, are true;—we ask our- 
selves, and we would also ask you, if such 
laws are compatible with the eternal prin- 
ciples of christianity, which we all are 
bound to obey ? * 

We might donbtless bring forward other 
arguments, We might remind you that 
slavery is contrary to natural rights, and 
that all men having freedom ‘alike, cannot 
be deprived of that liberty unless forfeited 
by some criminal act; that the rights of 
property in men and things are widely 
different, and that no man is allowed to sell 
a human being as he would a material ob- 
ject. We might say, with Montesquieu, 
that slavery is hurtful alike to the slave 
and to the master; to the master espe- 
cially, because he acquires all sorts of viccs 
with hisslaves. He becomes proud, hasty, 
passionate, hard, voluptuous, cruel. We 
might add, with that illustrious author, 
that in every country, however severe the 
toil which society exacts, the results may 
be obtained from freemen, by encouraging 
them with rewards and privileges, adapting 
the labor to their strength, by bringing to 


we might add, art has invented abundant- 
ly since the days of that great writer. 
But we prefer waiving such material con- 
siderations, and dwelling upon our argu- 
ment in a christian point of view. e 
acknowledge, dear brethren, that slavery 
is not explicitly abolished in the New Tes- 
tament; we see that Christian masters are 
not prohibited from having slaves, (Col. 
iv. 1; Eph. vi. 9;) and that slaves are 
exhorted to submission and fidelity, (Eph. 
vi. 5, 8; Col. iii. 22, 25; Titus iii, 9, 10; 
1 Peter ii. 5, 18.) Yes, slaves ought to 
be obedient and faithful, and nothing 
should be said which could drive them to 
revolt ;—that is certain ; and yet it is as 
certain that slavery is opposed to the true 
spirit of ‘Christianity. 1 
There are many texts in the New Tes- 
tament which make this plain. Does not 
St. Paul say to the Christian slave, that 
if he ean obtain his treedom, he is to take 
advantage of it? (1 Cor. vii. 21.) The 
Apostle thus demonstrates that liberty is 
not only good, but also more advantage- 
ous than slavery,” says Calvin. Is it not 
also evident that slaves who have become 
Christians, should be regarded by their 
masters as brethren, according to the 
Epistle of Philemen? Does not the same 
Apostle, in another place, say that before 
the Lord in heaven the slave is, as free? 
(Eph. vi. 9.) Does not the Scriptures 
elsewhere declare that the slave and the 
free share in the same blessings.of God in 
Christ Jesus, the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost, one God blessed forever? Is He 
not the true and living God of thé black 
as well as of the white man? If the 
Eternal Son, who is God forever and ever, 
became man, was it not for the Greek as 
well as the Jew, for the slave as well as 
the free? Does not the righteousness 
which was acquired on the cross by the 
atoning blood of the lamb, cover the sins 
of the one as wellasof the other? Does 
the Holy Spirit, which changes the hearts 
of all in whom he dwells into temples of 
the Holy Ghost, make any distinction of 
color? Ought we not to exclaim now 
with the primitive Obristia us, By one 
Spirit are we all baptized into one body, 
ether we be bond or free?” (1 Cor. 
xii. 18.) “There is neither bond nor free, 
but Christ is all and in all.“ (Col. iii. 11.) 
Such being the teaching of the Scriptures, 
do you not think with us, beloved brethren, 


that these principles suppress the spirit of | ing, 


slavery, and only leave its name and ap- 
pearance? Dy you not believe that since 
God, our common Father, bestows the ten- 
der sympathies of his love equally 
the slave and free, we their brethren-can- 
not refase the precious boon of liberty to 
those who are deprived of it? If Obrist 
has made them free, shall not we free them 
also? Christianity in general did not lay 
violent or hands on insti- 
tations, t its inciples every- 
where, and gave precepts to ail the 
application of which, was gradually to 
bring about the suppression of all abuses, - 
These considerations are important;

us to make an appeal to your consciences,

The two great features which charaeter- 
ize the United States, and which form the 
essence of your poaples are they not, honor- 
ed friends—the Gospel and Liberty! 
And are you not called upon both to en- 
joy these two blessings for yourselves, and 
to testify to others, how happy are those 
nations who possess them, and thus to be 
the means of spreading them in the world? 
‘Now it is precisely the Gospel and Liberty 
which are implicated in this question. The 
maintenance of slavery might hinder the 
growth of these two great principles. The 
most eminent writers have shown that if 
slavery may be excused in despotic states, 
it is in conflict. with the essence of democ- 
racy, and that if it is more or less nataral 
amidst Mohammedans and Pagans, it is 
impossible to justify # amongst Christians, 
and above all amongst Protestants? Yes, 
it ia now in your power, dear American 
friends, to render the most brilliant hom- 
age, the most signal service, to the cause 
of the Gospel of Protestantism and of true 
liberty. Will you hesitate? 

How often we have mourned to see Ro- 
man Catholics and partisans of arbitrary 
governments triumph in pointing to the 
existence of slavery in the United States 
How often have we been tempted to ex- 
claim, Tell it not in Gath, publish it not 
in the streets of Askelon, lest the daugb- 
ters of the Philistines rejoice.” 2 Sam. i. 20. 

Dear brethren, listen to these voices, 
which come from a far distant land at the 
foot. of the Alps, from the town of the 
Reformation, and are raised in concert 
with those in France and other countries. 
We would entrest we by the most pre- 
cious interests; in the name of the pros

We live in solemn times. A new era 
is drawning on this question, not only in 
your country bat in the whole civilized 
wourld. Universal attention is aroused. 
Everywhere puble opinion pronounces with 
decision on this subject. ‘The time is cer- 
tainly come when America must give sat- 
isfaction to the claims of Christianity. We 
know that it is not easy to find the means 
of attaining thatend, There will be many 
shoals and difficulties, but we know that 
your people have more courage than any 
other to surmount all these obstacles, and 
that the. Lord will give the victory to 
those who are on his side. Let nothing 
stop your progress; combat slavery io 
the spirit of the Gospel, and not in a mere 
worldly spirit. Seek, above all, the means 
of attaining this excellent end in a spirit 
of prayer, Look to the Word of God, to 
the spirit. of Christianity, to the require- 
ments of morality and liberty, and to Je- 
sus the Redeemer, and thus go forward in 
the Lord’sname. May God be yourstren- 
gth in this great salutary, just and Chris- 
‘tian work. Let us assure yon that such 
shall be out constant prayer?

John Bowring’s Description of the 
Chinese Empire. 
teresting account of the actu- 


Au Very in 
al condition of China, from the pen of Sir 
Jolin Bowring, the representative of the 
British government at Hong Kong, has 
been recently published in the London 


„ The penal laws of., China make 
) for a general system of registra- 
tion, and with this aid, and the most tho- 
rough investigation, the writer estimates 
the present population of the Chinese Em- 
pire, at between three hundred and fifty 
miltions and four hundred millions of hu- 
mam beings. The population of China, he 
1 ig grouped under four heads; 1, 
scholars; 2, busbandmen; 3, mechanics; 
4, merchants. There is a numerous class 
who are considered almost as social out- 
casts, such as stage-players, professional 
, convicts, outlaws,.and 


‘of the population returns. In the more 
remote rural districts, on the other hand, 
the returning officer most probably con- 
tents himself with giving the average of 
more accessible and better-peopled locali- 
ties. Sir John had no meaus of obtaining 
any satisfactory tables to show the pro- 
pattions which different ages bear to one 
another in China, or the average mortali- 
ty at different periods of human life; yet 
to every decade of life the Chinese apply 
some special designation ; the age of 10, 
is called the opening degree ; 20, youth 
expired; 30, strength and marriage; 40, 
officially apt; 50, error knowing; 60, cycle 
closing; 70, rare bird of age; 80, rusty 
visaged; 90, delayed; 100, age’s extremity. 
Nearly a tenth of the population derive 
their means of support from the fisheries. 
The river population is enormous; a 
ulation, says the writer, who live only in 
boats, who are born and educated, who 
marry near their families and die; who, in 
a word, begin and end their existence on 
the water, and never have or dream of 
any shelter other than the roof, and who 
seldom tread except on the deck or board 
of their sampans, showing to what an ex- 
tent the land is crowded, and how inade- 


| 


quate it is to maintain the cumberers of 


the soil. In the city of Canton alone itis 
estimated that 300,000 persons dwell upon 
| the surface of the river; the boats, some- 
times twenty or thirty deep, cover some 
miles, and have their wants supplied by 
ambulatory salesmen, who wend their way 
through every accessible passage. Of this 
vast population some dwell in decorated 
river boats used for every purpose of li- 
cense and festivity, for theatres, for con- 
certs, for feasts, for gambling, for lust, for 
solitary and -social recreation. Some 
crafts are employed in conveying goods 
and passengers, and are in a state of con- 
stant activity ; others are moored, and 
their owners are engaged as servants or 
laborerson shore. Indeed, their pursuits 


are probably nearly as various as those of 


the land population.” In addition to 
boats, they dwell on artificial islands 
which float upon the lakes—islands with 
gardens and houses raised upon the rafters, 
which the occupiers have bound upon them, 
and on which they cultivate what is need- 
ful for the supply of their daily wants. 
The Chinese, says Sir John, have no 
prejudice against any article of food except 
milk. He never saw or heard of butter, 


cream, milk, or whey, at any native Chi- 


nese table. They, however, eat everything: 
dogs—especially puppies—rats, mice, mon- 
keys, and snakes. They are particular 
fond of unhatched ducks and chickens, and 
prefer their fish in the early stages of pu- 
trefaction. They have but two daily meals 
—10, A. M., and 5, P. M. 

In no part of the world, says the writer, 
are the harvests of mortality more sweep- 
ing and distruetive than in China.

; A Visit to Newgate Prison. 
In the year 1828 J visited London, and 
in company with a friend, succeeded in ob- 
taining un introduction to the late Mr, 
Wontner, the governor of Newgate prison, 
and had the opportunity of going over

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that vast establishment, where many hun- 


dreds of criminals are at all times confined, 
and on the roof of the central part of which, 
every month, convicted criminals then 
publicly paid the last penalty of human law. 

That excellant man, whose firmness of. 
ten made the most turbulent submissive, 
and whose piety had a most happy influ- 
ence on not a few of his prisoners, calling 
the —— turnkey to conduct us over 
the buildings, said to us, Prepare your- 
selves, gentlemen, to acquire sad lessons 
from the scenes you will witness, and take 
special care of your pockets, for you know 


crimes: by the greatest ro- 
gues we have here. Most of these you 
will see are already under heavy sentences.” 


I have not space fully to describe what | 
we saw. High and strong walls, dark 


and dingy coarse mattrasses, hun 
dreds.of crimiuels clothed in prison uni- 
forms, and tbe rough manners of the 
great..mejority of those we saw, gave us 
& strong conviction that traly “ the way of 
transgressors is hard.” We passed throngh 
the wards occupied by from two to three 
hundred of those charged with crime, but 


who were waiting for trial, and proceeded 
to too others. 
Having into a large yard, the 


gate was locked, and we looked on a scene 
of apparant merriment which I can never 
forget. Near the gate was a party of men 
paying eards, and two or three others 
ooking on; at a short distance were five 
or six engaged at pitch and toss, or in 


other words, gambling on a small scale; 


and at the further end of the yard were 
a number of others playing at ball against 
the high wall of the prison. A greater 
seene of apparants mirth we had seldom 
witnessed. With one exception they seem- 
ed the happiest of men. That solitary 
exception was a man whose face pre- 
sented all the indications of despair, and 
who paced to and fro in seemingly intense 
distress. Our attention having become 
absorbed, and the question being proposed 
1 one of us, Are these indeed prisoners?” 
he turnkey said, Gentlemen, you are 
now locked up with twenty-nine men, all 
of whem are under sentance of death, and 
all of whom know that on next Monday 
morning three or four of them will eertain- 
ly die. But as every man hopes he may 
escape for the nt, he tries to forget 
his condition. On Wednesday the death- 
warrant will arrive, and then, as they sup- 
pose, they will prepare to die,” Never 
before did I see so strongly the hardening 
nature of sin, or the awful infatuations of 
sinners. Strange, that under such eireum- 
stances they could make themselves 
and yet, though death to all of us is 
equally certain, how many are utterly neg- 
lecting “the things which make for their 
peace |” | 
We turned from this scene with painful- 
ly excited feelings, and immediately found 
ourselves in another yard where more than 
a hundred women and girls stood and 
walked and danced and sung, using lan- 
guage the most awfol. These,“ said our 
guide, are all under sentance of transpor- 
tation, and in a week or ten days some fif- 
ty of them will be sent out of the country 
for life.“ As be was closing this short 
statement, we were stuck with the solemn 
silence which the prisoners instautly impos- 
ed on themselves, and turning round we

ACIFIO. 


A lecture by G. W. Minns on Thursday 
evening last, as reported in the Globe, contained 
extracts from eminent astronomers, from which 
it may be understood upon what slight grounds 
the recedit excitement aboot an expecttd Comet 
was raised, not only in this country but 
throughout Europe. Recent calculations have 
led most astronomers to the conclusion that a 
comet which appeared in 1556 is identical 
with that which appeared in 1264, and that 
i's return may be expected somewhere between 
1858 and 1860. This identity, and the prob- 
ability of a return within about 300 years, is 
all that astronomical calculations have estab- 
lished. Von Littrow, an eminent German as- 
tronomer, writes thus in the Vienna Gazette: 

“M. Hock, at Leyden, obtained some results 
most favorable to the su identity of these 
comets of 1264 ond 1556, and Signor Carlini, 
at Milan, likewise started some doubts not ea- 


Ai to be solved, but, on the other hand, M. 


Halz, at Marseilles, disputes M. Hock’s views, 
sad finds the return of the comet ‘probable. 


| Professor Hind, in London, is also of opinion, 


from these fresh data, that the original conjec- 
tures are corroborated, and it would be exces- 
sively difficult to say which of the antagonistic 
Opinions is the correct one; whether the de- 
cision incline this way or that, must depend 
upon rather arbitrary explanations of the old 
authors, and only this is certain, that it is pos- 
sible, altbough it is anything but certain, that 
we may see the comet between 1858 and 1860. 
The greastest astronomical authority of this 
century, Gauss, of Gottingen, has always been 
of this opinion. Hitherto, therefore, as 
far as the matter bas publicly transpired, the 
whole subject would be reduced to a little use- 
leas talk and expectation prematarely excited.

part of our history. It is to be fervently 
hoped that our government will purge itself 
of any responsibility, concerning such future 
lawless attempts, by active measures to pre- 
vent armed organizations with well known 
fillibustering designation and intent, from 
leaving ovr shores. 

It is understood that Walker is even now 
revolving the purpose of gathering a new 
“army” who may be induced to follow his 
fortunes in another attempt to conquer Nicar- 
agua. Of what use? Such a conquest does 
not carry blessings with it. We haveno need 
of those sickly climes. We have no right to 
slaughter thousands of men, innocent of any 
erime save that of protecting their own homes. 
All these attempts are fraught with cruelty, 
and are almost certain to be disastrous to 
those who engage in them. It is a duty which 
the government owes to our own citizens, to 
protect the infatuated from such a fate; as 
well as a duty to other nations, the weak as 
well as the strong, to restrain the subjects.of 
our laws from such incursions.. No pretext of 
“invitations” or of hnmacefintentions can just- 
ify irresponsible companies in thus invading a 
neighboring and hitherto friendly state, and 
deluging it with all the horrors of protracted 
war. It is not right. It is robbery and 
butchery. Success brings no glory; and the 
fate of the fallen strikes no deep chord of sym- 
pathy in the heart of mankind. Walker has 
to answer to the world, as well, as to a higher 
tribunal, for many acts of needless and inex- 
cusable cruelty. 

Viewed as a general, Walker has undoubt- 
edly some of the elements of a commander ; yet 
his genius is not equal to a place commensor. 
able with bis ambition. In any legitimate 
service of his country he could not hold the 
same relative postion which be gains in these 
lawless, daring incursions. Hence he prefers 
these. His love of power is supreme. He 
can never be great in this age of the world 
without more moral strength in his enterprises. 
It is as much a part of greatness to refrain 
from fighting in an unjust cause, as it is to 
fight in a cause that is just and holy. To 


instance Oharles XII of Sweden. Glory alone 
was his object : ambition alone impelled him. 
To gain a battle was with bim infinitely 
more than to triumph in right. He wanted 
only a pretext for fighting. Unlike his great

Liberality.

Of individual instances of 
christian liberality, the Messenger adds : 

„A wealthy gentleman has recenty offered 
to select and support fifty young men in a four 
years’ course of preparation. for the ministry, 
the estimated expense for each being $300 a 

; making $15,000 a year for four years. 
Another liberal Christian, learning that the 
German population in the eastern section of 
the city were destitute of a suitable place of 
worship, purchased a church for $10,000, and 
gave it to the Presbyterian Church for the 
use of the Germans.” 

Men who spend money solely for their own 
gratification, are often loud in their deruncia- 
tions of what they term the folly of those who 
support the great benevolent enterprises of the 
country and the age. Such, however, must 
feel, and if they do not, the world knows, that 
generosity in obedience to the best impulses of 
the heart, the effort to enlighten and elevate 
mankind is far nobler and better than living 
to pamper pride and lust, to the gratifica- 
tion of which wealth is most commonly made 
to minister. Those who complain of benevo- 
lence, are the blindest of all sceptical cynics. 


Serriers’ Mrerinos.—A meeting of set- 
tlers for mutual protection ahd united action, 
was held in this city last week. Similar meet- 
ings have been held in San Jose Valley, and 
in other districts of the State, to resist by 
combined action, the enormous legal swindles 
which are attempted against the rights of set- 
tlers. There is a class of men whose sole bu- 
siness it is to disturb titles by bnying up, for- 
gotten or fictitious claims, and levying unjust 
demands upon those who have in good faith, 
paid for their property, and have undisturbed 
possession of it, improving it, for years. Such 
attempts ought to be met with the unmeasured 
scorn of the communities in which they are 
made. And it is easy to distinguish between 
these and those cases where original claimants 
come forward, for their own advantages, to as- 
sert their legal and equitable rights. Using 
the law to accomplish injustice, is the meanest 
kind of swindling, and is no better than the 


occupation of a highwayman. 


Rxar Macuines.—The rapidity with 
which these machines are sometimes made to 
do their work is, to us, a matter of wonder. 
We have seen a four-borse team attached to 
one of these reapers, the horses driven around 
the immense field of grain upon a fall trot and 
eight or nine men hastening behind to bind and 
remove the grain. A field can be reaped far 
more rapidly than it can be sown. The reaper 
is well adapted to our level vallies and immense 
grain fields, and it is being numerously intro. 
duced. Weare informed that one dealer in 
San Francisco has sold a hundred and thirty 
reapers this present season. In Alameda Coun- 
ty there are continuous fields of waving, ri- 
pening grain, chiefly barley, amounting to sever- 
al miles in breadth, from the foot of the hills to 


the bay, and extending as many miles along 


the road. From the “sickle,” of the ancients, 
to the modern reaper, there is in the case of 


such harvesting an immense distance.

Geysers and the wonders of the place combine 
these in an unwonted variety and degree. 
Two routes to the Geysers are now open 


this city—one by the way of Petalume, 


Santa Rosa, and Russian River vallies, nearer 
and more comfortable ; the other by the way 
of Napa Valley, which, though not so well 
appointed, has its compensation in superior 
natural interest, particularly in the famed 
Soda, White Sulphar, and Hot 8 which 
severally may be visited while passing through 
the 45 miles exteut of Napa and Kuight’s 
vallies. From the head of Kuight’s valley, a 
most interesting though very tiresome mount- 
ain ride on horseback, of 15 miles, brings you 
to the Gaysers. ‘This trail leads over some of 
the loftiest mountains of the coast range, from 
the tops of which the views are truly magui- 
ficient. To the west and south are seen, 
stretching out in one extended plain, the pic- 
turesque vallies of Russian river, Santa Rosa, 
and Petaluma, and beyond these the western 
spur of the Coast Range, and beyond still, a 
vast expanse of the broad Pacific, while south- 
ward are the great} landmarks of the Bay of 
San Francisco; and the towering height which 
far and near isin view of Mt. Diablo, and 
eastward is the lofty dividing range separating 
from the Olear Lake region. These views 
repay all the fatigues of the journey. The 
wild, sublime scenery of this mountain trail is 
indescribable. In the midst of its astonishing 
interest, the deep gorge of Sulphur Oreek run- 
ning westward breaks upon the view, and far 
down in its abyss are the Geysers. 

Though there are geysers of considerable io- 
terest along the bottom and sides of the prin- 
cipal gorge, Geyser canon, 30 called, is the 
scene of the greatest number of jets. This 
canon is upon the north face of the gorge, be- 
ginning at Sulphur Oreek, or Pluton river as 
named by Prof. Shepherd, and at right angles 
nearly to the stream and very precipitous, 
Its extent is from three to four hundred yards 
up the mountain side. Here with various de- 
grees of force and noise, some of steam only, 
others of water at boiling heat, are about five 
hundred jets, those of vapor, in some instances 
as the writer saw them in the cool of the early 
morning, rising to the height of a hundred or 
hundred and fifty feet. The whole surrounding 
atmosphere is affected with the sulphurous 
exhalations. 

The writer well recollects the interest which 
the Geysers swakened in his mind by a des- 
oriptive letter from Prof. Forrest Shepherd 
addressed to himself, and which he caused to 
be published in a San Francisco paper about 
six years ago; but that a personal visit makes 
impressions beyond any and all attempted des- 
criptions must be the confession of all who for 
themselves see this great chemical laboratory 
of nature. : 

To the curious and scientific, to the care. 
worn needing recreation, to the invalid in pur- 
suit of health, a visit and sojourn at the 
Geysers is confidently commended—where par- 
ticularly in the well provided mansion of Maj. 
W. P. Ewing, opposite Geyser canon, not the 
comforts of a spacious hotel only, but of home, 
with pure air, luxurious warm baths, and vari- 
ous medicinal springs at command—if any 
where on earth human welfare in some of its 
most desirable forms may be promoted. Let 
others still prove the reality of these impres- 
sions of Yours truly, A. W.

Diamonds of various 
features, and many in number set in the same 
crown, add to the lustre of each, and though 
each magnify the splender of the whole. Stars 
bestudding the whole heavens, glistening and 
twinkling each in its own brightness and in 
connection with the others, infioitely beautify 
each and all, beyond the possible conception of 
one alone.

Messrs. Eptrors ; While sitting in my lonely 
cabin among the mountains of California, my 
memory wanders back to my home in Ohio, 
my native state, and dwells upon scenes that 
can never be effaced from my mind. I am one 
of many thousands who can tell a similar tale 
of injury and suffering. My father was an 
inebriate. Though once a kind parent and ag 
affectionate husband, he was led astray by the 


noble and generous. In his companion, he had 
one whose true beauty and great worth, were 
brought fully to view only under the trials she 
was called to endure. Oh what a change did 
rum produce! The father’s love was turned 
into hatred. His little ones who used to 
clamber on his knees, and whisper their child- 
ish tales in his ear, dreaded his coming and 
shunned his presence ; for abuse and frequently 
blows awaited them. None but those who 
have experienced it can know the change that 
comes over a once happy household, when the 
hasband and parent is changed, through the 
influence of a destroying demon, into a fiend. 
Anguish fills the beart of the neglected and 
abused wife; anguish too deep for utterance ; 
and shame and sorrow fall early, on the child- 
ren. Our dear mother was left to struggle 
with poverty, unable to educate or comfortably 
provide fer those cast in dependence upon her. 
Time after time did I go with my mother to the 
dens of diséfpation and misery, to intreat their 
keepers that they would sell no more liquor to 
father, aod as often have we been thrust back 
rudely and with insults by the agents of our 
ruin, whose hearts were harder than Judas“, 
who did repent when he reflected that he had 
caused the innocent to suffer. The rum-seller 
even searches out the home that he has impov- 
erished, to strip it of its few remaining com 
forte. My kind mother gathered her seven 
helpless children around her, and toiled hard 
to gain them a subsistence ; sustained only by 
a sense Of daty to them, and by an earnest 
trust in Providence. When her husband came 
home she did not fail to lavish upon him every 
attention in her power, prompted by constant 
love; but all in vain, for he quickly returned 
to his old haunts, and wrapped himself again 
in complete intoxication. . Thirteen long, 
dreadful years passed, my mother never relax- 
ing in her untiring devotion, my father press- 
ing downward in his miserable course ; bat at 
length love and faith triumphed. When on 
the very brink of ruin, and seemingly near the 
fatal pluange, prostzated with disease, the 
drankards eyes were opened; he saw the true 
nature of his guilt as well as his imminent 
danger, his heart was touched towards her 
whom he had caused so many years of wretch- 
edness. He remembered his early love. He 
thought of his children, as once they welcomed 
his presence with smiling, happy faces. Rea- 
son returned. The wandering man wept, 
prayed and resolved. On his bed he prayed 
with all the powers of his soul that God would 
give him strength to stand, and would restore 
him to be a blessing to his suffering family. 
Through the merey of God health came to him 
again. He signed the pledge of abstinence at 
NeWton Falls, Obio; and from that day to
